VWHEREAS, The nenbers of the House of Representatives of
the State of Illinois were saddened to |earn of the death of
Lloyd M Bertholf, former president of Illinois Wsleyan
University, who passed away on Mnday, January 20, 2003 at
t he age of 103; and

VWHEREAS, LIl oyd Bertholf was born on Decenber 15, 1899 in
Wchita, Kansas; he married Martha, who preceded himin death

in 1999 at the age of 101; and

VWHEREAS, He was a nationally regarded biol ogi st and was
renowned for his research on the physiology and behavior of
honeybees; he was a graduate of Southwestern College in
Wnfield, Kansas; he received his MS. and Ph.D. degrees from
Johns Hopkins University in Baltinore, where he studied
zoology and chemstry; under a Rockefeller fellowship, he
conduct ed post-doctoral research into insect behavior in 1930
and 1931 at the University of Munich in Germany, where he

worked with fanmed scientist Karl von Frisch; and

VWHEREAS, He taught biology and zoology at several
col |l eges, serving as dean at two colleges prior to being
el ected president of Illinois Wsleyan in 1957; he served as
a science consultant to Ewha Wnen's University in Seoul,

South Korea in 1969 and 1970; and

VWHEREAS, He was |Illinois Wsleyan's 14th presi dent and
during his presi dency, I11inois Wesl eyan experienced
significant growh in enrollnment, faculty, academ cs, and
canpus value; the University's School of Nur si ng was
establi shed during his presidency; he pioneered the May Term
and worked closely with students, introducing policies that
gave the Student Senate full authority over student activity
fees and initiated st udent menbership on university

commttees; and
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WHEREAS, Follow ng his retirement fromlllinois Wsleyan
he was president for one year of the Central States College
Association, a consortium of 11 M dwest canpuses; he was a
menber of four academ c honor societies: Phi Beta Kappa,
Sigma Xi, Phi Kappa Phi, and Beta Beta Beta, the national
bi ol ogy honorary, serving as the group's national president
from 1946 to 1953; he was the recipient of an honorary doctor

of humanities degree fromlllinois Wsleyan in 1975; and

WHEREAS, He was active in Methodist activities; he was a
menber of the Wesley Methodist Church in Bloomngton and
served on its Board of Stewards and the Conmm ssion on
St ewardshi p and Finance; he was al so a nenber of the GCeneral
Board of Lay activities of the Methodi st General Conference;
in 1966, he was a delegate to the Wirld Methodi st Conference

in London; and

WHEREAS, He served as president of Region 3-B,
Conpr ehensive Health Planning Agency, an or gani zati on
enconpassing 16 counties in east-central 1Illinois, was a
menber of the board of directors of the Rotary Cub in
Bl oom ngton, and was president of the IW Federal Credit

Uni on; and

VWHEREAS, The passing of Lloyd M Bertholf will be deeply
felt by all who knew him especially his daughter, Dr. Lynn
B. Westcot; his son, Dr. Max E. (Nancy) Bertholf; his six
grandchil dren; his eight great-grandchildren; and his sister,

Faye McCoy; therefore, be it
